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COBALT INMAY 1999

U.S. importsof cobalt metal and cobalt contained in chemicals
were 6% higher during January through April 1999 than imports
during the first 4 months of 1998, according to the U.S.
Geological Survey. Exports of unwrought cobalt and cobalt
contained in chemicals during the first 4 months of 1999 were
34%lower than exports during the sameperiod in 1998. Datafor
U.S. consumption, stocks, and tradein May 1999 will beavailable
in a subsequent issue.
